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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

The Examiner is thanked for the indication of allowable subject matter. 

Claims 1-30 were rejected tinder 35 USC § 112, second paragraph, as 
allegedly being unclear, 

The Examiner asserts that the limitation "arbitrary encryption key 
string" in claims 1 and 19 is undear. With all due inspect, the applicant 
disagrees noting that those skilled in the art doubdessly that in mathematics, for 
example, arbitrary normally means "any"; for instance, an arbitrary division of 
a set or an arbitrary permutation of a sequence. Its use implies generality, that 
this is not a special case - "you may select any choice possible, and this 
statement will still hold/' A simple example might be "Given an arbitrary 
integer, multiplying it by two will result in an even number/' Moreover, the 
teirm is found in the daims of many issued US patents. See, in particular, claims 
8, 32, 57, and 84 of U.S. Patent No. 6,859,795. 

But given the fact duit the word ''arbitrary" does not appear to be 
essential to understanding the scope of the claims and noting that the term 
might otherwise cause unnecessary confusion and debate as to its meaning, the 
independent claims have been amended to omit the use of that word al together 

Reconsideration is respectfully requested.
